perous cities of La Paz, Picacho, 
Tumco, Dale and Calico. 

Four Mexican prospectors in 
1862 discovered the mines upon 
which La Paz was founded, some | 
90 miles above Yuma on the Ari- 
zona side of the river. Soon news 
of the find became widespread and 
activity was intensified. | Discov- 
eries centered about Juan Ferrar 
Gulch, Old Man Placer, Middle 
Camp, La Cholla, Plumosa, and 
the New Waters—all dry placers. 
The site of La Paz is about four 
miles east of the Colorado River 
and six miles north of Ehrenburg. 
It was located on a large lagoon 
and all essential commodities were 


gulf. At one time La Paz was 
strongly supported as the logical 
location for the capital of the ter- 
ritory of Arizona, but recurring 
floods, coupled with a diminishing 
supply of the precious metal, event- 
ually brought its complete disso- 
lution. 

Picacho, 25 miles north of Yuma 
on the west side of the river, like- 
wise was located by Mexican pros- 
pectors, almost contemporaneous- 
ly with the discovery of La Paz. 
At one time Picacho bore the rep- 
utation of being the richest placer 
camp in California. Its social life, 
according to the author, was far 
more vivid and gay than that of 
La Paz, and the development of 
the lodes from which its placer 
gold came and the erection of 
stamp mills gave it a longer life 
than that enjoyed by its contem- 
porary. In the middle 90’s, Mr. 
Johnston declares, the payroll 
amounted to more than $40,000 a 
month, which was paid in gold coin 
brought from Yuma by horseback. 

The ghost city of ‘Cumco, once 
known as Hedges, situated five 
miles north of Ogilby Station on 
the Southern Pacific, was a much 
later camp, discovered in the '90s. 
It rapidly developed to a point 
where its population approached 
2,000, but today but a single man 
lives among the remains of the 
once roaring camp. 

The ghost town of Calico, seven 
miles north of Daggett and the 
most northerly of the group, is 
better known to the casual motor- 
ist than any of the others. It 
took its name from the vari-color- 
ed Calico Mountains, at the very 
feet of which it lies. Calico, Mr. 
Johnston relates, was in its prime 
some fifty years ago and exper- 
ienced its prosperity chiefly as the 
result of the high value of silver 
which then was quoted at as much 
as $1.48 an ounce. Its mountains 
were laden with this metal and
